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''Ol<l'f*shioned atheism traveled at its own expense. The new atheism wraps itself in tfie Aeep's 
dothing of Christendom and draws ib sustenance from Christianity which it leeb to destroy. Tbe 
foremost organization in tliis destructive operation is tiie National Council of Churches of Christ in 
die U.S^ (NCC). • 4 

In 1952, Sidney Hillman, a communist official of the QO, created the National Rdigion and Labor 
Foundation, for the purpose of harnessing leftwing clergymen and union leaders in the oommoo cause 
of abolishing private capitalism in the United States and establishing a socialist economic qrstcm. In 
1954. shortly after Walter Reuther became president of UAW-QO, the National Religion and Labor 
Foundation became the Religion and Labor Council of America. Qergymen from the Natiooal Coon-' 
dl of Churches were selected to serve on the executive board of the Religion and Labor CoondL 
Reuther was also responsible for establishing within the Nathional Council of Churches (19M) ; 
a Department of Church and Economic Life. Walter Reuther became a member of the poIicy«ialdf^ 
committee of this new Department of the NCC; Victor Reuther became vice chairman. Walter Reuther, 
contributed (from the Philip Murray Foundation) $200,000 to the new National Council D^art- 
ment Additional union funds have been contributed to the NCC from the Sidney Hillman Foooda--^ 
lion, and Reuther has, solidted money from union locals for the Natiooal CoondL / 

Offidak of the Religion and Labor Coundl and of the National Council of Churches set up another. 
.agency called the Qergy Economic Education Foundation. ^Ibe Reverend Charles Wdiber. ffoosor 
of the communist-controlled Peoples' Institute of Applied Religion, was in the forefront of those 
who created the Qergy Economic Education Foundation. Now with the Religion and Labor Coiuicil« 
Webber has worked out a detailed program for infiltration and mbveisioa of chnrdies to enlist 
cburch members in a drive to abolidi private capitalism. Toward this ad, he hss assembled ptopa- 
ganda to be made available (through the National Council of Ouircfaes) to individttal duuchcs lor> 
Sunday school lessons, sermons, open forums, lay discussioq groups. 
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" The uhion-chureh conibinW '»«»lii^ prin- 
cipally through Ihe Qergy Economic Educition 
FoundaHon, the Religion and Labor Council, and 
the NCC$ Department of Church and Economic 
life; and dominated by the Reuther bfotheo — 
has worked diligently to convert American 
churches into propagaiKla and lobbying agencies 

' for socialist revolution. 

Removing God and God's Word from churches 
and public institutions was an essential part of 
the scheme. By 19>4. atheists and agnosHcs, en- 
courage by such leftwing groups as the American 
Jewish Committee and the American Ovil Liber- 
ties Union, were pushing hard for court decisions 
to abolish Bible reading in public schools. At a 
Lenten meeting in Detroit in that year. National 
Council officiak discussed this issue. A top official 
of tfie Council (David Hunter, an Episcopal 
priest) voiced the sentimenb of his associates: 

"Learning the Bible is not necessarily good for 
the child. I do not think it of major importance 
that he have a oomprehemive knowledge of what 
it in Ihe Bible. But what is important b that 
Che child should experience what is important 
lohim.-«» 

Nine years later (June. 1963). the General 
Board of the National Council of Churches voted 
6) to 1 to support a Supreme Court decision 
outlawing both prayer and Bible reading in public 
schools. In 1964, representatives of the National 
Council of Churches appeared before platfocm 
committees of Democrat and RqNiblican patties 
insistii^ that both parties commit themselves to 
support of the Supreme Court's ban on payer 
:and Bible reading. They argued **aeparatioo of 
church and state*'; but the argument is liypo- 
oitical Ihe Nariooal Council of Cfaufches is

From December I to 7, 1965, the National 
Council of Churches met in its Sixth General 
Assembly at Philadelphia. The "racial question" 
in the Um'ted SUtes was the principal topic of 
discussion and action. The NCCs Assembly en- 
do/sed all provbions of the pending Gvil Rights 
Act of 1965. It demanded that Congress "take 
every step necessary" to pass the bill. It urged 
•11 Christians to write, call, or telegraph their 
Representatives; and it sent busloads of Assembly 
delegates to call on U. S. Representatives in Wash- 
ington.*" 

On December 6, 1965,' John Lewis (Negro, then 
bead of the Student Nonviolent Coordiiuting 
■ Committee) announced SNCCs Mississippi Sum* 
. mer Project for 1964: college students would be 
sent. to register Mississippi Negroes for votii^. 
Lewis said tiiis activity was intended to precipitate 
in Mississippi a crisb of such magnitude that 
^Ae Federal Government will have to take over 
the State."*" 

In February, 1964, Robert S^pike submitted to 
the NCC General Board a proposal for the NOG

To recruit wwkers for die first summer (1964) 
of the Delta Ministry, the NCCs Comm issi on 
on Religion and Race sent letters to oflkiab of 
colleges, universities, and seminaries j to li ci t i i^ 
aid in findii^ stodentsand faculty mmhm to 
volunteer for "summer wwk in the aoodi," iftd- 
tying that the volunteers should be lelated to 
such organizations as CORE. SNCC, NAACP. 
SCLC"» 

At a cost of about $50,000. the NCC Hafaied 
hundreds of young racial agitators to work to 
the 1964 summer |Moject. The training was ghren 
at Western College for Women at 'Oxford, Ohio, 
under (he general direction of Robert W. Spike 
and Bayard Rustin. and of Myles Horton (head 
of the communist Hi^lander Folk School). 

To protect tfie dvil malefactors sent into Mis- 
sissippi, the legal staff of the Natiooal CDondl 
of Churches joined with lawyers from the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, the Americsn Gvil Liberties Uoioo, 
NAACP. CORE, and SNCC to organize a Law- 
yers Constitutional Defense Committee. TUs con- 
sisted of about 60 lawyers who volunteered to 
spend at least 2 weeks without pay .in southern' 
states durii^ the summer of 1964, to provide 
1^ defense for agitators and dem o n stiatoo who 
might W charged with violations of local and 
state laws."* 

Early in 1965. the National Coundl of Cfaotcfaes 
and related groups tamed their attention to tup- 
potting Martin Lnlher Kirk's demonstrations 
against bw. order, and decency in Sefana and 
Birmii^^ham.

The immediate purpose of Kirk's Alabam a 
operations was to create propaganda and prcssore 
for the Votif^ R^gM> Act of 1965.

Oergymen have been involved in all these 
affairs. Not all belong to churches affiliated with 
the NCC; but the example of NCC officiab has 
movided encouragement and an aura of respecta- 
. bility for tfie participaticm of clergymen in ob- 
scene and violent behavior that u literally tearing 
our society q>art. 

When the 1967 summer of Negro violence was 
over, the General Board of the National Council 
of Churches issued a statement (September 15),
